Quietly Trying To Retire, He Found 
He Was Part Of A Local Institution 


By Sue Aucella Deacon 


It happened so quietly, over the course of 
more than 70 years, that Donald Lundgren 
never even knew it was happening. He did 
not realize that the business his father 
Started in 1913 had become an Andover 
institution — until this year, when he decid- 
ed to retire and discovered that he could not 
do that quietly at all 

The family business will end on Saturday: 
Lundgren Funeral Home will close its doors 
at 18 Elm St. During the past few months, 
townspeople have made Mr. Lundgren ‘un- 
derstand how much that business* will be 
missed 

The concern of the people has been 
really wonderful, he says quietly. ‘‘It’s 
been a very humbling experience, and kind 
of overwhelming. But it’s not just me,” he 
emphasizes. ‘It's what the family has done 
before, rather than just myself. I’m just 
one part of it.’ 

Everett Lundgren started Lundgren Fu- 
neral Home in 1913: he bought the business 
upon the death of its previous owner, Frank 
Messer. (It was founded in 1840 by mem- 
bers of the Abbot family, Donald Lundgren 
notes, and had been owned by several fami- 
lies through the years 

The only funeral home in Andover, it was 
located on Park Street, where the Heart- 
land Jr. grocery store stood until recently 
Later, Everett moved the business to 1 Elm 
St., the building now occupied by Valentine 
I lower! Ss 

He bought the gray house at 18 Elm St. in 
1935. and coverted it into the funeral home 
three years later. The family lived in the 
brown house next door. In more recent 
years, the Lundgrens have lived upstairs 
from the funeral home: ‘‘I didn’t move very 
far.” Donald says with a smile 

Funeral customs were very different 70 
vears ago, he explains. Funeral homes were 
not used for visiting hours as they are 
today: instead, friends called at home or at 
church. When Everett Lundgren first pro- 
posed his funeral home, he ‘‘wasn’t sure it 
would be accepted in Andover,”’ Donald 
Sayvs

The Methuen Republican announced Sun- 
day that he will seek Congressman James 
Shannon's seat; Shannon (a Lawrence 
Democrat) is running for Paul Tsongas’ 
seat in the U.S. Senate 

The fifth district is made up largely of 
Middlesex County cities and towns, but it 
also includes the Essex County commu- 
nities of Andover, Lawrence and Methuen, 
and the Worcester County towns of Harvard 
and Ashburnham. Among the district's 28 
cities and towns, those most heavily pop- 
ulated are Lowell, Lawrence and Framing- 
ham 

Hyatt, 30, is a Methuen native, the son of 
Methuen businessman Soloman Hyatt. He 
graduated as valedictorian of Central Cath 
olic High School in Lawrence, and is also a 
graduate of Yale University and Boston 
College Law School. He and his wife, Linda 
are the parents Ol a three-vear-old daugh 
ter, Allison 

The candidate has worked as an attorne\ 
serving as special assistant and director of 
legislative policy with the U.S. Department 
of Education in Washington, and as regional 
advocate at the U.S. Small Business Admin- 
istration in Washington 

But he won most of his political experi- 
ence in the fight to limit state property 
taxes with Proposition 242. In 1975, Hyatt 
became one of the founding board members 
of Citizens for Limited Taxation (CLT), the 
organization that put 2'2 on the state ballot 
in 1980. He was named CLT’s executive 
director and general counsel! after he grad- 
uated from law school 

More than three years after voters ap- 
proved Prop. 242, Hyatt believes the law 
has been good for Massachusetts. ‘People 
are happy with the tax cut,’’ he told the 
TOWNSMAN last Friday, citing a recent 
survey that shows voters today would ap- 
prove the law ‘by an even bigger margin, 
particularly in this district.”

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Mapping Andover’s Locales For Youngsters

When Andrew Edge and Brian Bartlett 
drive to Main Street they don’t have to 
battle the downtown Andover traffic the 
way the rest of us do 

The difference is that the two four-year- 
olds drive miniature cars and trucks down 
to their own Main Street on a cloth play 
map that their mothers designed this past 
summer 

The first of its kind, small scale Andover 
was the creation of Maria Bartlett, 20 Bate- 
son Drive, and Laura Edge, 3 Timothy 
Drive. The two women were looking for a 
small business they could manage out of 
their homes 

They got the idea for the 44 by 35 inch play 
map last summer when they saw a generic 
form of the map in a child’s toy catalogue 

And we thought, wouldn't it be nice if 
our kids could play with their cars and 
trucks on a map of their own town,” ex- 
plained Edge 

With that idea in mind Bartlett and Edge, 
who met six years ago in the town’s New 
comer’s Club, spent the summer and early 
fall learning about how to start their own 
small business. They also investigated dif- 
ferent types of methods to reproduce their 
idea before they settled on the silk screen- 
ing process 

And after they choose the kid-proof wash- 
able Pelon fabric, with non-toxic colors for 
their map the two, a nutritionist and a 
labratory technician who admit they had 
fever done any drawing before, set out to 
draw Andover’s landmarks. They some 
times drew from photos but most of the 
time they sat in their cars in front of And-

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The Planning Process 


Andover may not be unusual in conducting its 
planning process, particularly in view of its reten- 
tion of the town meeting system of governmental 
operation. 

As is customary, the planning board is presented 
with a myriad of rezoning proposals, all in the 
considered best interests of the community and 
proponents, just prior to the annual town meeting 
which ultimately decides the fate of such issues. 

The time element alloted the planners is insuffi- 
cient to give adequate consideration, thus leading 
to planning by crisis. 

Adding to the difficulty in Andover this year is 
the fact that the membership Of the planning board 
has about two to two and one-half years experience 
dealing with complex issues. 

The availability of a full-time professional staff 
within the planning department does not heighten 
the awareness of meeting Andover’s problems of 
growth, since they too have had short tenure in 
terms of getting to know the town, its problems 
- and goals. 

Unfortunately, this year’s annual town meeting 
would appear to be centered on zoning and plan- 
ning issues, since the major expenditures facing 
the voters would appear to fall into the uncontro- 
versial category. 

Principal concerns center on a parking bylaw, 
rezoning of an Elm Street home to provide a 
funeral service, permitting commercial use of 
industrially-zoned property, creation of zones for 
condominium construction and allowance of pri- 
vate homes to be used in the conduct of profession- 
al occupations and day care facilities. 

The planning board has iooked negatively on 
many of these items and will report its findings to 
town meeting. 

With appreciative understanding that they are 
volunteers who spend countless hours deliberating

75 Years Ago — March 1909 

The several recent fire alarms almost entirely on account of 
brush fires make very timely a note of warning to those who 
drop the match carelesly without full appreciation of what 
force there is in the whirling wind which carries over the 
grass ground like a flash. There will be many brush fires in 
the next few weeks, and these will all contribute to the 
cleanliness and attractiveness of the town, but have a care as 
to when and where they are set and how they are controlled! 

Practically two generations of the boys and girls of New 
England have been touched by the life of George T. Angell 
whose death last week took away the best friend the dumb 
animal! had in Massachusetts, if not the country. For many 
years he had been impressing upon the children in particular, 
the importance of learning to care for, and to be kind to the 
animal life 

The complete ignorance and indifference which nearly 
every person in our town shows today, in their attitude 
towards the ‘‘“Gypsy”’ and ‘‘Brown Tail Moth’’ and the *‘Elm- 
Leaf Beetle’, is absolutely deplorable. A few of our citizens 
have had the ambition to study the subject and clear their 
trees, but by far the larger part have sat down supinely and 
relied on either the Lord or the Tree Warden to rid them of the 


pest 


the proposals before them, makes it difficult to 
infer that the negativism portrayed in their deci- 
sions is a deterrent to community progress. 

The allowance of a funeral home on Elm Street 
would appear to be in the best interests of provid- 
ing a service to the community as well as moving 
toward the greater need of expansion of the down- 
town business area. 

Defeat of Article 45 would allow for continued 
development of the downtown area without in- 
sistance on providing parking. It would allow con- 
tinued use of parking credits for proposed new 
development along Park Street and an Elm Street 
restaurant. 

Condominium construction, long a controversial 
item for the community, is an idea which responds 
to allowing Andover residents to remain in the 
community in affordable housing, particularly in 
the proposal for the North Street-River Road area. 

There is little doubt of the need for day care 
services as provided in private homes and appro- 
val of this bylaw will eliminate any confusion 
which may result from instituting such service 

As for regulations governing conduct of profes- 
sional occupation in homes, the bylaw proposed 
would appear to need more study and work, since 
its present format seems too restrictive. The need 
to address this matter can easily be deferred to 
another town meeting. 

While the planners’ interests in these items may 
be their considered judgment of what Andover 
should be like in the years to come, it would seem 
that to follow that advice would give the town an 
exclusive label of which it is not deserving. 

It seems more justified to allow the community 
to progress with the times, and, thus, recommend 
an adverse response to the planners recommenda- 
tions on these issues when town meeting convenes 
next week

Last fall, 120,000 Massachusetts voters signed a 
rules reform petition circulated by a coalition of 
groups including the League of Women Voters and 
Common Cause. the petition was aimed at remov- 
ing the autocratic power of the Massachusetts 
legislative leadership 

Some reforms were enacted in the House of 
Representatives last fall and our own state senator, 
Patricia McGovern of Lawrence, was named chair- 
man of a committee formed to study rules reform 
in the Senate 

Senator McGovern was appointed to chair this 
committee by the Senate leadership who oppose the 
reforms. Common Cause rates Senator McGovern 
as voting against rules reform on all eight key 
Senate votes dealing with reform 

The Senate's leaderhip has a stranglehold on 
democracy and must, at long last, be curbed. The 
Senate President currently controls, among other 
things, individual Senator’s budgets for staff and 
supplies, committee chairmanships and committee 
assignments.

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Seven Administrators To Be 


Dropped From School Rolls 


The numbers for next year’s school bud- 
get won't change but seven administrators 
may be dropped and one added as part of a 
preliminary plan to save over $80,000 in 
costs 

The new plan, designed by Superintendent 
Kenneth R. Seifert, will add an assistant 
superintendent and drop one assistant prin- 
cipal and six of the system's program advi- 
sors. The administrative cuts come two 
weeks after the school board told Seifert to 
reorganize the system so the total costs for 
fiscal year 1985 will stay at $14,665,000, a 
number the school board had agreed to 
present at Monday's Town Meeting 

The board specified that the scaling down 
of the budget should show reductions in 
administration. They wanted to keep the 
spending as ‘close to the classrooms”’ as 
could be managed, with cuts having as little 
effect on the students as possible 

But the decision to reorganize with six 
fewer program advisors was painful for 
Seifert who said the controversial program 
administrators, who plan academic curyic- 

fla for students in kindergarten though 
grade twelve, have suffered though a diffi- 
cult year, in this the third year of their 
existance 


The school system has program advisors 
in mathematics, social studies, science, 
occupational education, language arts, for- 
eign language, Chapter 766 administration, 
physical education, media and fine arts. 
rhese administrators coordinate their spe- 
cific programs throughout the public school 
system. But last year the school committee 
required the advisors to teach at least one 
class, in addition to their administrative 
duties. And Seifert said this hurt their ef- 
fectiveness as administrators 

‘The School Committee's position was 
that they had to teach,’ he explained. ‘But 
this was an erosion of their ability to carry 
out their jobs. Every year these jobs are 
discussed and it is like a roller coaster for 
these people. I think they have done a heck 
of a job.” 

Seifert told the board the program advi- 
sor cuts would put the position back where 
it was five years ago. But the school board 
members seemed satisfied with the reorga- 
nization Tuesday night 

Member Richard E. Neal told the super- 
intendent he was pleased with the direction 
of the reorganization, adding the ‘‘authority 
lines are much more clear than they have 
been.’ 


A letter was read at the meeting, from 
the West Elementary P.T.O., against cut- 
ting out an assistant principal at their 
school but there was no discussion on the 
assistant principal cut. 

Seifert’s plan calls for two assistant prin- 
cipals at Andover High School and one at 
each junior high school for a total of four, 
down one from five 


The plans also call for the addition of an 
assistant superintendent. When Charles 
Mitsakos left the system in December he 
was replaced by two acting assistant super- 
intendents. Lois Haslam and Richard Mc- 
Grail have been unofficially working as 
assistant superintendents for elementary 
and secondary education, respectively 


The School Committee must also consider 
how the new plan may effect the contracts 
that have been negotiated with the Andover 
Teachers Association, which represents the 
town s teachers, and the Teamster’s Union, 
which represents the school administrators 
and program advisors 

The board accepted Seifert’s plans ‘‘in 
principal” and plan to spend their Tuesday, 
\pril 10. meeting discussing the specifics of 
the reorganization 


To Amend Parking Proposal 


The Planning Board will amend on the 
ffoor of town meeting one of their proposed 
parking articles, Article 44, to make the 
article more ‘‘reasonable,”’ the planners 
indicated this week 

Articles 44 and 45 would tighten up park- 
ing requirements downtown — a step the 
planners say is long overdue. But the pro 
posed amendment might make it easier for 
downtown businesses to live with the new 
restrictions, board members said 

Article 44, if approved by a two-thirds 
vote of town meeting, would require all pre- 
1964 general business district owners who 
expand their buildings so that six or more 
off-street parking spaces are required to 
provide those spaces 

As originally written, the article calls for 
a variance from the Zoning Board of Ap- 
peals before an exception can be granted 
However, the planners will amend the arti- 
cle to require a special permit from the 
zoning board instead of a variance; the 
special permit process is a simpler proce- 
dure 

Article 45, if approved, would remove the 
parking credits businesses currently enjoy 
if they are located near a municipal parking 
lot. The number of credits is based on 


proximity to the public lot: the closer the 
lot, the more credits the merchant receiv- 
es 

Board member Andrew Girdwood noted 
that the current bylaw gives a business 
credit for proximity to a public lot ‘‘even if 
the lot is full 24 hours a day. It doesn't make 
sense 
Viany downtown merchants are opposed 
the articles because they say the pro 
posed restrictions would stifle downtown 
development. But planner Russ Moran,said 
the board is ‘‘not anti-development — we re 
pro-planned development. We're trying to 
strike a balance 

The proposed amendment is evidence 
that the planners are “‘not being unreason 
able or inflexible,’ he added 

Community Development and Planning 
Director agreed with Moran that ‘ ‘killing 
growth is not the planning board’s intent 
He said downtown parking has been a prob 
lem for more than 20 years — and for more 
than 20 years, merchants have opposed al 
planning board proposals to do something 
ibout the problem :

The chairman said she had used the sarne 
criteria for considering both articles, and 
had found that while the Flannery plan had 

positive aspects, the benefits do not outw- 
eigh the problems.’ 

Flannery and his father, Robert Flann- 
ery, Sr., have proposed a 170-unit devel- 
opment of 35 buildings, with units to sell at 
about $100,000, for a 33-acre site zoned Sin- 
gle Residence C 

Bradshaw said her major concerns cen- 
tered on the fact that the site would Support 
about 30 single-family houses: 170 condo 
units would significantly increase the pop- 
ulation density, and would more than dou- 
ble the daily traffic load on North Street 
and River Road 

The chairman said she was also con- 
cerned that the large development would be 
located far from downtown ‘‘consumer 
Services,’ and might have some water sup- 
ply problems 

Bradshaw noted that although the Flann- 
erys’ site abuts the West Andover Industrial 
Tech Park, all its North Street abutters are 
single-family houses. Rezoning would cre- 
ate ‘‘an island of multi-family (housing) in 
a sea of single-family (housing) ,’’ she con- 
cluded 

She recommended that the planners wait 
until the comprehensive plan, now being 
revised, is completed before deciding how 
the “‘entire area’ should be zoned. 

Board members Paul Curley, Andrew 
Girdwood and Michael Houghton agreed 
with the chairman's concerns on density 
and the need for master-plan guidelines for 
the River Road area. ‘‘We need to do a lot 


Flannery, before he left the meeting, 
argued that if the planners wait for the 
master plan to be completed, multi-family 
«zoning will be ‘‘a dead issue.’’ He said he 
and his father had ‘‘already held off one 
vear’’ on their plans for North Street, and

The board voted unanimously to recom- 
mend disapproval of Article 51 Tuesday 
night. after hearing a report from Public 
Works Director Robert McQuade on fire 
protection for the site. McQuade told the 
board that there is adequate water flow to 
the site, because it has been designed to 
serve the nearby industrial park

The rezoning articles include: 

e Articles 44 and 45, to eliminate special 
parking credits for businesses located near 
town parking lots and an exemption from 
providing new spaces when businesses ex- 
pand: 

e Articles 46, 47 and 48, to define ‘‘cus- 
tomary home occupations’ and regulate 
the use of residences for home occupations; 

e Article 50, to rezone a Poor Street 
parcel from single residence to apartment 
zoning to allow a 29-unit condominium de- 
velopment:

said. “It will be the economic issue of the 
1980s — and | would like to help lead the 
movement (to resolve that issue).’ 

Other issues on Hyatt’s agenda are educa- 
tion and crime. ‘We need to ensure that our 
children receive the quality education that 
they deserve,’ he said, ‘*but not necessarily 
by spending more money.’ The candidate 
favors merit pay for teachers, ‘‘perhaps”’ 
teacher competency testing, and a ‘“‘back- 
to-basics’ approach in the classroom 

He also believes that longer jail sen- 
tences tor violent criminals would help 
lower the crime rate, he said, advocating 
an end to “‘revolving-door justice. Our bail 
and parole procedures need to be tightened 
up.” 

Hyatt has no qualms about running for 
office in a state long dominated by the 
Democratic party. The Republican party in 
Massachusetts is in ‘‘better shape than it 
has been for a long time,’’ he said — and 
voters are ‘not as wedded to parties as they 
once were. This district in particular is 
very independent-minded.”’
